Italian Prisoner at N e w Orleans C o n ­ 


fesses T h at Four of H i s Country ­ 


men 
Killed the Boy, W h o m They 


Had Been Holding for Ransom. 


New O rleans, Ju n e 24.-—Two miles 
In the interior of a big sw am p n ear 
this city tile headless body of W alter 
Lantana, 
an Italian 
child 
betw een 
seven and eight years 
old who was 
kidnapped and held for $6,000 ransom 
two w eeks ago, w as found bv police 
Just 
before day break 
Sunday. 
Ho 
had been strangled to death, accord­ 
ing to the confession of one of several 
Italians held by the police. 
T he boy’s neck is supi»osed to have 
been broken when he w as strangled, 
causing the head to becom e separated 
from the body w hen decomposition 
set in. 
The head w as found a short 
distance from the body. 
Five Italians, two of them women, 
are under a rre st charged with being 
accomplice* to the m urd er and extra 
details 
of police 
and deputies 
are 
m aintaining order in th e excited Ital­ 
ian qu arter of the city. 
All day small 
crow ds have been 
dispersed by the 
police, despite w hose precautions a re­ 
port has gotten out sum m oning a m ass 
m eeting at Elk Place. 
Seventy arm ed 
deputies have been placed on guard 
at th e O rleans 
parish prison 
w here 
three of th e prisoners 
are held and 
som e apprehension has been felt over 
the safety of two o ther prisoners who 
w ere taken to an adjoining parish. 
Seldom since 
th e Mafia 
lynchings 
sixteen years ago has 
New O rleans 
been so stirred w ith 
th re a ts of vio­ 
lence 
as today 
and som e 
of these 
th re a ts are m ade by those who p a r­ 
ticipated in the disorders at th a t time. 
T he m urdered boy w as found near

Rose, 
about tw enty 
miles from 
New 
Orleans. 
A 
sw eating 
process 
w rung a confession from one of the 
Italian suspects who w as taken from 
his home in St. R ose about m idnight 
S aturday night and 
carried into the 
woods 
by a force 
of officials 
and 
vigilantes 
who 
had th e 
search 
in 
charge. 
T his man, 
Ignazlo Campig- 
clano, was kept in the woods an hour, 
w hen 
he confessed, 
charging 
four 
Italians with the crim e. 
Strangled the Boy to Death. 


H e 
declared th a t 
about th e

w as 
held 
in 
New Orleans m ore th a n a week ago. 
th ese men who w ere in a vacant house 
in St. Rose becam e 
frightened and 
consulted about w hat to do with th e 
child. 
T he boy w as crying, begging 
to be taken to his parents, said Cam- 
pigciano, and one of the q u artet of the 
kidnappers 
grabbed 
the child 
and 
strangled him to death. 
L ater two of 
the kidnappers, ho said, cam e to him 
carrying the 
body in a blanket 
and 
after th reatenin g him with death if he 
told, took the body into a swamp. 
A fter relatin g this 
story, Campig- 
cinno led the police through two m iles 
of sw am p w here tim searchers som e­ 
tim es waded in w ater waist deep and 
at other tim es craw led under tangles 
of briars. 
In a shallow 
pool at th e 
end of this search the body was found 
in the blanket in a chim b of cane. 
R e turn ing to th e city the police a r ­ 
rested Nicolina Gobbia, an Italian wo­ 
m an who is alleged* to have confessed 
th a t she knew of th e kidnapping plot 
from tile first, from one of the four 
kidnappers whom she expected to m a r­ 
ry. 
Campigciano said th a t these four 
w ere Stefano Monfre, T ony Gendusa, 
Angelo C acatari and an Italian nam ed 
Incanterra.

HAS COLLAPSED

Weight 


About Five O'clock Last 


Saturday Afternoon 


WAS TOO ROTTEN TO STAND 


Had Been Condemned Four Years 


Ago but C ty Council Ordered 


it Repaired 


The bridge on Hast Laurel street 
known as the Mahlum bridge is a thing 
of the post. 
It collapsed utterly late 
Saturday afternoon, simply going down 
under the weight of water absorbed by 
the rotten timbers of which it was com­ 
posed. 
The bridge, which was built by 
Anton Mahlutn, in the palmy 
days of 
his Northern 
Pacific hotel, and later 
turned over to the city for 
mainten­ 
ance, was located on the property of the 
Northern Pacific railroad. 
When the matter of its repairing came 
up about a year ag) it was referred to 
H. >1. Woolman, then city engineer. He 
reported that there was nothing to re­ 
pair. 
T h at the bridge would have to be 
torn down and rebuilt with new’ mater­ 
ial, or the valley filled, and recommend­ 
ed the latter, providing the 
railroad 
company 
would consent to the legally 
opening of a street through there. 
The 
matter was then dropped as 
that con­ 
sent could not be obtained. 
After the election of Alderman Fogol- 
strom to ttuVuouneil from the Fourth 
ward ho took up the matter of having 
it rebuilt and assured the council that 
molt 
of the timbers 
were perfectly 
sound and recommended the tilling in 
of a portion of the bridge at each end 
and that the rest of it be repaired. The 
contract was let to C. B. 
Rowley for 
about 81,of*). 
Some six weeks or two 
months ago a couple of bent.- were re 
moved at each end and since then the 
ends have been a dumping ground for 
manure, etc., in an effort to shorten the 
bridge. 
There was at least 300 feet of 
bridge left untouched and Saturday af 
ternoon the entire structure settled to 
the west, endways, and went down flat, 
the rotten timbers not having strength 
to s' and alone. 
Had the shops been running Satur 
day there might have been 
many men 
hurt as they had been in the habit of 
using the bridge despite the fact that it 
had been condemned, and it went down 
just about the time that they would 
have been going home had 
they been 
working. 
A. Anderson and a young son of Ira 
(1. W h itin g were on the bridge when it 
went down. 
Anderson had his nose cut 
and one arm broken and 
was taken to 
the hospital where he i* getting along 
nicely. The boy had his cheek hurt and 
his 
bicycle was broken. 
A cow was

tem ptation to buy.

got rid of the imp peddler, he bade 
goodby to Mr. Shaw and m oved to a 
cab.

new spaper men, but he w as not tired. 
He seem ed to enjoy every m inu te of 
the time.

were assem bled In flu* wings. 
Perhaps one of the saddest o f tin* 
m any benefits which have been cele 
bra ted at D rury lain** w as that given 
on June 27. 
1S28. for Grimaldi, the 
greatest clow n the sta.ee lins known, 
w hen the heartbroken old m an w as 
w heeled on to the stage In an arm ­ 
chair and hopelessly broke d o w n in 
his endeavor to sing his once fam ou s 
ditty, "H ot Codlins.” 
The old m an’s
